2 , Pjrivileged Treatment for KKPA : 

1) Traveling: imen traveling (for official puinjose or furlough), officers 
of the IIKPA can take train free in charge by bearing certificates of 
deferred paynent issued by the name of the pertimnt division commander, 
'■ In addition, they can stay at a soldiers* transient quarters ( MQTg : 
Generally, a soldiers* transient quarters was located in front of a 
railroad station) in a seat of city or county people’s committee, 

:d.thout charge. However, they can take their \-eals at the quarters 
‘ only in case of exchanging grain coupons ( MOTS : The grain coupon can 

be furnished vrith 800 grams of rice per capita daily).

Purchase of Daily Hecessaries : Soldiers of the NK?A can buy dail^’- 

afl nther than theli^supplies from a designated soldiers’ store. 
In principle, such a soldiers' store raist be established one for each 
reeinentai tinit, but sorrsitine one soldiers’ store may be utilized 

several neigliboring rsc^’ ents according to the stationing conditions 
of the several neighboring regirnents. A soldiers’ store was generally 
located in a village, vihore a regiment was stationed, or on a roadside 
near the regiment. The Central Comittee of the Consumers Cooperative 
managed all "soldiers’ stores in HK, and on th® other hand, each store 
-was directly nm by discliarged soldiers, who had to be ratified bs'- the 
Central Connittee of the 'Consumers Cooperative. At the sc*ldiers’ store, 
the comodity prices were about 20 percent cheaper than those of general 
public’s consuesrs cooperative store. For instance, in Kajr 1958, the 
price of an ordlnarv net shook at a genfirsl public’s consurErs 
cooperative store ms 60 v/r.ile 50*1#’ at the solda^rs’ store. 

PowSver, that the comodLtty prices of the soldiers’ store were not always 
20 percent cheaper tha.n those of generca public’s ccnsur»rs cooperative 
store. Sometimes, a price of a certain . corrsnoditv tms 20 percent hxgher 
4-Vinr> tT<»rig>r>a1 nublic copgumers store’s. 
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3) Soldiers’ Families of rvKPA t Fardlies of KKPA soldiers were given 
rice distribution with 400 grans pe -* capita daily ,and xsMle, all 
accessory foodstuff xms also supplied for the families* 

4) Priv^eged Treatment for Soldiers of Civil Police ; The rarljers of the 
Civil Police TJnit were conditicned xd.th the sarae principle for traveling 
and purchasing daily necessaries as that of the MKPA soldiers, Hovrever, 
the njenibers of the Civil Police Unit were privileged xvith the follc»dng 
conditions: The grain distribi^tion xvas rnade vdth 900 grans per capita 
daily that iras ICO nore grans than that of the ‘'KPA soidiersj three 
suits of clothes supply annually, tiiat x/as one suit nore than the NKPA’s; 
three pairs of sneakers supply annually, tliat. tras c.ne pair more than the 
HKPA’s; and the salaries of the Civil Police Unit nerfeors shown beloiir 
wore tviice as much as those ?4-van to soldiers of tlie NKPA:
